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SCHOOL REPORT. 


In compliance with the Law of the State, the Superintend- 
ing School Committee of Jaffrey submit to the town the follow- 
ing Report: 


FELLow Crrizens :— 

Another year, and an eventful year, not 
only to our schools but our country, has rolled around, bring- 
ing with it its dangers, its trials and blessings. The dark cloud 
that during the past four years had hung over our country, dis- 
charging its numerous tempests of woe, and threatening destruc- 
tion to our nation, has rolled back, and the sunshine of peace 


has again appeared, bringing with it the freedom of the nation. 


from the curse of slavery. Put let us not forget that there is an 
emancipation more glorious, and in many respects more impor- 
tant than the abolition of chattel slavery, viz., the emancipation 
of the human intellect from the bondage of ignorance and er- 
ror. Indeed, these latter are the sources of every species of war 
and slavery that have ever cursed the earth. Ignorance was the 
cause of the terrible struggle through which we have just passed. 
We do not mean the direct moving cause, but the beginning. 
Had common schools been established in every district of every 
town and State, and received the support which their impor- 
tance demands, the war would never have commenced, for sla- 
very, the direct cause of the war, would not have been. If, then, 
we would see our country united, happy and free, let all in the 
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land be educated; let the school-house stand side by side with 
the meeting-house and the town-house, in every town and State 
of the Union, and a foundation will be laid for our national 
peace and prosperity so strong and immovable that “the gates of 
Hell shall not prevail against it.” 

Considering the importance of popular education, it is a source 
of regret to your committee, that the school terms in this town 
during the past year have been so short, because of the limited 
means raised by the town for their support. Do the citizens of 
the town understand this matter? You raise no more money 
for the support of schools now, than you did ten orfifteen years 
ago—if as much—while the wages of teachers has very nearly 
doubled. Hence the terms which might be considered suf- 
ficiently long ten years ago, cannot be but about half as long 
now. We hope the town will consider this matter and make a 
generous addition to the sum now raised.- Do not curtail this 
very important branch of town expenses. Another important 
subject in this connection is suggested for your consideration, 
viz., a public High School, to be supported one or more terms 
during the year by the town. 

Our district: schools—especially with their present very limit- 
ed terms—are found inadequate to meet the wants of a large 
portion of our youth, many of whom have not the means to pay 
for an academic course out of town; and some even cannot ob- 
tain the wherewith to attend a subscription, or high school, in 
town. Consequently some of our best scholars, who would be- 
come an ornament and a blessing to the town, are by reason of 
their poverty deprived of the opportunity of rendering happi- 
ness to themselves and usefulness to others. Can the charity of 
the town be directed in a more benevolent or profitable course ? 
Feeling the importance of this step, we have requested the Se- 
lectmen to insert an article in their warrant to that effect. 


The 8. S. Committee would congratulate the several Pruden- . 


tial Committees on the good selections of teachers, and their 
general success. While all have not been equally well qualified 
or been equally successful, there has been no signal failure, 
Taking the schools as a whole, we think there is an improve- 
ment over former years. Butstill they are far from being what 
they should be, and what they may become by the nnited efforts 
of all who are or should be interested therein. :

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Two subjects were especially urged upon the consideration 
and practice of the teachers at the commencement of the schools, 
viz., order, and thoroughness of instruction. And in each of 
these departments there has been a decided improvement. 
There have been no cases of insubordination; and in but one 
or two instances has there been any inclination manifested. And 
most of the closing examinations showed that the scholars un- 
derstood what they had learned, and had a more thorough | 
knowledge of the branches which they attended to than had 
been the case formerly. 

Your Committee, believing that a change of Arithmetics 
would be advantageous to the schools, made a commencement, 
and in the winter of 1865 introduced Greenleaf’s series into 
two of our schools to take the place of Adams’, Colburn’s, and 
Emerson’s. That work has been completed during the past 
year. All the schools are now supplied with Greenleaf’s series, 
which so far as we know gives general satisfaction. Quacken- 
bos’ History also has been partially introduced, instead of Good- 
rich’s, It has given good satisfaction, and we would recom- 
mend its general adoption, Colton and Fitch’s Primary Geog- 
raphy, an excellent book for beginners, has been placed in many 
of the schools; and we hope they will be found in all during 
the ensuing year.

CONDITION OF THE SCHOOLS. 


oe 


DISTRICT NO. 1—SUMMER TERM. 
Teacher, Miss ELLEN Suerwin, Rindge. 

Miss Sherwin is.a young lady in many respects well qualified 
for the work of instruction. Her literary qualifications were 
good, and in the school-room she exhibited an energy of char- 
acter and devotion to her work, which, when rightly directed, 
cannot fail of success. And the closing examination showed 
that these qualifications had been wisely applied, and had pro- 
duced their legitimate results. The order was good, and the 
recitations evinced a good degree of improvement in all the 
branches taught. 
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Miss Sherwin only needs a little more experience to consti- 
tute her an acceptable and profitable teacher in any department 
of instruction. 


WINTER TERM. 
Teacher, Miss Lucy M. Earry. 


Miss Emery brought with her into this school thorough and 
extensive literary qualifications, amvle experience and a well mer- 
ited reputation; having successfully taught in several towns in 
this State and in Massachusetts. The prudential Committee 
was fortunate in securing her services. And she, too, may con- 
gratulate herself in being placed in charge of such an interest- 
ing and pleasant school. 

A large portion of the scholars were young ladies and gen- 
tlemen, who were really so in character as well as age; and 
strove to aid and co-operate with the teacher. The school was 
not only a pleasant but a profitable one. The closing examina- 
tion was very satisfactory indeed. A good improvement was 
made in all the branches. ‘The first class in Mental Arithmetie 
was excellent. 


DISTRICT NO IL—SENIOR DEPARTMENT. 
SUMMER TERM. 


This school was under the charge of Mrs. Appra R. C. Ja- 
quitu. Mrs. J. had taught this school several terms before. 
Her efforts through this term were attended with their usual 
success. The Arithmetic classes, especially the first class in 
Mental Arithmetic, appeared very well indeed. So also did 
most of the Geography classes. The Grammar class failed in 
definition, but parsed very well. 

A very good improvement was evidently made in the read- 
ing, especially the first class; the second read rather too care- 
less and clipped their words. The register showed that the at- 
tendance had been mostly good. Nine scholars whose names 
were given in the register were not absent one half day. 


WINTER TERM. 
Teacher, Mr. C. R. Crowrett, Westminster, Vt. 


The success which attended the labors of this teacher last 
winter induced the Committee to secure his services again. 
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The important characteristics of Mr. Crowell’s manner of teach- 
ing are thoroughness and mental drill. He does not aim at 
making a show, but to benefit his pupils. In this he is eminent- 
ly successful. The closing examination showed that they had 
not been skimming over the surface in extensive flights, but had 
gone into the work, with the intention on the part of the teach- 
er that they should understand the principles of what they 
studied. 

It was to be regretted that the term must be so short—only 
seven weeks—for want of material aid. A large number of the 
boys had been tardy, and most of them, it is believed, had no 
reasonable excuse. 


DISTRICT NO. I.L—JUNIOR DEPARTMENT. 
SUMMER AND AUTUMN TERMS. 


This school was under the charge of Miss Saran E. Rossrys, 
who with the exception of one term has had the entire charge 
of it for the last eight years; and all we need to say is that she 
succeeded as well as she ever had done before. It was the gener- 
al impression at closing, especially at the autumn term, that the 
schools never had appeared better. The order was remarkably 
good for such little folks, and thé improvement satisfactory. 
Physical exercises were attended to, and performed in a manner 
that would have done credit to a gymnasium class. 

Twenty-four scholars were not absent or tardy during the 
term. Miss Robbins’ praise is—if not “in all the churches”— 
on the lips of all children in this village. “May her shadow,” 
in this school especially, “never be less.” 


DISTRICT NO. III.—WINTER TERM. | 
Teacher, Miss Saran E. Ropprys. 


It was decided in this district, as the scholars were few in 
number, they had better put all the money into a winter school, 
and secure the services of a first class teacher. And the name 
of the teacher mentioned above shows how successful they 
were. The term was one of pleasure and profit; for the parents 
were ready and willing to co-operate with the teacher and also 
with each other, which has not always been the case hitherto. 
The order of the school was good, the instruction good, and, 
consequently, the improvement good. The closing é¢xamina- 
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tion showed that, all things considered, a good work had been 
done. 


DISTRICT NO. IV.—SUMMER TERM. 
Teacher, Mrs. Saran A.-ADAMs. 


The teacher commenced her work with earnestness and devo- 
tion, and labored faithfully at her task; and if there was not 
evinced so great improvement as in some other schools, it did 
not seem to be for the want of effort on her part. 

The classes in Arithmetic made very good improvement, as 
had, also, some of the Grammar classes. The Reading classes 
had improved some, though not so much as seemed desirable. 
The Geography classes were some of them a little forgetful. 
The attendance and order were good. Five were not absent 
one half day. Not a scholar whispered during the term. 


FALL TERM. 
Teacher, Miss Enira E. Frost. 


Miss Frost is a young lady well qualified to please, interest 
and instruct. Where these qualifications are united in one 
teacher, they cannot fail to make her successful; especially 
when combined, as in her case, with decision of character and 
firmness of purpose. ; 

As the §. 8. Committee was obliged to leave town, this 
school was examined a week before its close, and before the 
scholars had reviewed their studies, and hence did not appear 
so ready and prompt in their answers as they otherwise would, 
It was very evident a good work had been done in the school. 
One scholar, the son of Mr. 8. D. Ballou, was suddenly ealled 
trom tue school to his home above. This was very affectingly 
alluded to in a paper read before the school. 


DISTRICT NO. V.—WINTER TERM. 


Teacher, Miss Nerrm A. Bruanpine, of Troy. 


Miss Blanding passed a good examination before the Com- 
mittee,and appeared every way well qualified for the work. On 
our first visit to the school, two things were evident, viz.: the 
teacher had a great work before her to do, and she possessed the 
ability and determination to do it. The closing examination 
proved the correctness of the above opinion. A very marked 
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improvement was manifested in all the studies and in some 
greater than we had reason to expect. One Geography class 
was perfect. The class in Mental Arithmetic acquitted them- 
selves well. And the first class inthe Common School Arith- 
metic, if they were not so ready as some, seemed to understand 
what they had learned. The second class in Reading did re- 
markably well. 


DISTRICT NO. VI.—SUMMER TERM. 
Teacher, Miss Netuizn M. ApaAms. 

Miss Adams is a good scholar, and a very active and pleasant 
teacher; aad it was evident on our first visit to the school that 
it needed a worker. The Reading especially was very poor. 
But at the close it was apparent that a very marked change 
had been made in that department. The first class, that at the 
first read tame, monotonous and careless, now read quite easy 
and natural, ; 

A fair improvement was made in the other branches, though 
not so much as we would like to see. The teacher, however, 
had endeavored to impart a general knowledge to the scholars— 
knowledge of things suggested by, but not directly connected — 
with their studies. Whispering was entirely banished trom the 
school during this term. 


WINTER TERM. 
Teacher, Miss Syrvra R. SawTe ct. 

At the opening of this school it was seen that the Reading 
classes had forgotten their former instructions and relapsed into 
their old habit, which they did not entirely recover from. The 
first class especially failed in emphasis. Some of the younger 
classes made very good improvement in reading. In the other 
departments of study there was judged to be a fair improve- 
ment. ‘The answers were given very readily; but as there. was 
apparently a preparation for the examination we could not judge 
so well of the attainments as we otherwise could. The school 
appeared very well. 


DISTRICT NO. VIL—SUMMER TERM. 


Teacher, Miss Vrytena L. Suarruck. 
Miss Shattuck is a fine scholar, and had had considerable ex- 
perience as a teacher in other towns in the State. The school 
appeared very well at the first visit of the Committee. The 
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teacher seemed to understand her work, and the scholars showed 
a willingness to co-operate with her. There was not, however, 
through the term, that sympathy between the teacher and schol- 
ars, so needful to the harmony, good feeling and profit of 
the scholars, which is very desirable. Yet a very good improve- 
ment was made in most of the studies pursued; and in some as 
good as could be expected. Physical exercises were attended to 
quite extensively, and the ssholars showed very efficient training 
in that department. We would recommend the adoption of 
these exercises in all our schools. 


WINTER TERM. 
Teacher, Mr. F. W. Batery. 


Mr. Bailey is a thorough scholar and an efficient teacher. The 
district was very fortunate in obtaining his services for this term. 
Knowing something of his ability, both as a scholar and teach- 
er, the Committee expected much of him and his school; and the 
closing examination was such as to convince us that our expecta- 
tions were well founded. The scholars had not only made good 
improvement in their studies so far as the books were coneerned, 
but had been thoroughly instructed in the principles of science, 
and received that mental drill and discipline, which will be found 
beneficial to them in their future intellectual labors. Would 
that all our schools could have had the training that this has 
had. The principal fault in this school was, they all spoke too 
low. 


DISTRICT NO. VITI—SUMMER TERM. 
Teacher, Miss Syrvi1a R. SawTEt. 


The success which attended Miss Sawtell in her first ae 
the .year before led to the expectation of like results in this 
school, but the closing examination was not what we expect- 
ed. Some of the younger scholars had made a pretty good 
improvement; but with the larger ones it was notso. The first . 
class in Reading had improved but very little; and with the 
higher classes in Arithmetic and Grammar there was almost an 
entire failure. The second class in Grammar did better; and 
the second Geography class answered very well. The whole 
school failed in pronunciation and distinct utterance. More * 
whispering than was profitable had been practiced. 
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. WINTER: TERM. 
Teacher, Miss M. E. Tarzox of Rindge. 


Miss T. is an excellent teacher. She had taught this school 
two terms before; and her success then led the Committee to 
secure her services this term. And the closing examination 
showed that her reputation had lost nothing by the last trial. 

A good improvement was made by all the scholars. The first 
class in Arithmetic and Grammar, especially, appeared very well 
indeed. The Geography classes were perfect; the Reading was 
good, with quite an improvement in Orthoepy. 

Miss Tarbox did a good work here, and if we look to the wel- 
fare of our schools alone, regardless of her interest, we should 
regret the new relations into which she has lately entered, 
which seems to indicate that her school teaching days are 
ended. | 


DISTRICT NO. IX.—WINTER TERM. 
Teacher, Miss Mary Appy SHATTUCK. 


This school, like Nos. 5 and 3, had but one term the past year. 
Some of the scholars, however, enjoyed the privilege of attend- 
ing the summer schools in the adjoining districts. 

The teacher was untiring in her labors with this school, and 
the scholars, with one or two exceptions, showed their willing- 
ness to do their part, and a very good improvement was the re- 
sult. It was the general impression at the closing examination 
that the school had not appeared better for several terms. The 
greatest failure was in the Reading department, though in that 
some improvement was seen. Miss S. is a fine scholar and un- 
derstands teaching well. With a little more executive power, 
she would meet with success in any school. 


DISTRICT NO. X—SUMMER AND FALL TERMS. 


Miss M. A. Suarruck had charge of this school during both 
terms, and it may be sufficient, perhaps, to say she met with her 
usual success. And if the school did not in all respects appear 
as well as it did the year before under the charge of the same 
teacher, the fault should not be attributed to her, but to the 
change in the school. The fine class of young ladies, which was 

an honor to the school in a former term, was represented by only 
one of its members in this. The school in both terms, however, 
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made good improvement. The order and attendance were good. 
Three only whispered during the first term. 


DISTRICT NO. XI—SUMMER & WINTER TERMS. 
Teacher, Miss Lizzrm P. Saarruck. 


During ten terms, or the last five years, this school has been 
under the care of the same teacher. We can only hope that 
the same relation may continue for ten terms to come, and that 
the succeeding ones may be as profitable to the school as have 
been the past. | 

The teacher seemed entirely devoted to the interests of her 
pupils, and they bound in love and respect to her. No one could 
visit this school without feeling to exclaim “Behold how good 
and how pleasant it is” for teacher and scholar “to dwell to- 
gether in unity.” The school never appeared better than at the 
closing examination of the winter term. Indeed, our opinion is 
that greater improvement had been made during the past term 
than ever before. 


DISTRICT NO. XIT—SUMMER & WINTER TERMS. 
Teacher, Miss Epirru E. Frost. 

The success which attended the labors of Miss F. in her first 
attempt the year before, prompted the Committee to secure her 
services for this school in the summer term; and. having given 
good satisfaction in the summer, she was engaged for the winter 
term. And the result showed the wisdom of the Committee in 
so doing. Both terms were a complete success. There was a 
little disposition on the part of one or two of the large boys to 
disobey the teacher, but her firm and decided, though mild and 
pleasant course, led them to yield and become submissive. The 
improvement in both terms was good. The closing examination 
of the winter term showed that the scholars had learned what 
they had been over. This was plainly seen from the fact that 
no especial preparation was made for examination. 


DISTRICT NO. XITI—SUMMER TERM. 
Teacher, Miss Harrre F. Boycn. 


This district is almost childless. Only five children belonging 
in the district attended school; but by importing them from 
abroad, “free of duties,” they made out to have a sufficient num- 
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ber to sustain a school one term. Miss Boyce is.a very pleasant. 
teacher, and by her mild and winning ways succeeded in guid- 
ing her pupils in the path of obedience and’ industry. The 
scholars, though most of them were small, made a very commend- 
able improvement. The closing examination showed that the 
teacher had done her duty, and that the pupils had been benefit-. 
ted by her instruction and example.

Your Overseer begs leave to remark that the expenditures, the past 
year, have been unusually large, which is owing in part to the.very high 
prices of the goods which we have been under the necessity of purchas- » 
ing; as also the expense of labor on the farm, which is increased com- 
pared with former years, which may be accounted for from the fact that 
there has been a number of boys, together with some old men, who, with 
the Agent, have been able to accomplish the work on the farm with a 
small amount of help; beside, the past year, we have had no old men to 
help about the farm, and the boys have been put to places where it will 
be much more for their interest, (and perhaps for the benefit of the town 
in future years, ) than to be kept at the Poor house; hence, the large 
number of persons who have been assisted—the high price of labor and 
other articles, must necessarily increase the expense, compared with 


former years.
